TOWN WARRANT 
STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Orange, in the County of Grafton in said 
State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet at the Town House in said 
Orange on Tuesday, the 13th day of March, 1979 at three O’Clock in the 
afternoon to act upon the following subjects. The polls to remain open un- 
til eight p.m. 


ARTICLE 1: to choose by ballot and plurality vote, a Town Clerk, a 
Town Treasurer, one Selectman for Three years, a Tax Collector, a Road 
Agent, a Trustee of Trust Funds for one year, one Cemetery Agent, one 
Overseer of Public Welfare, two Auditors, and one Budget Committee 
member for Four years and all other officers that the Town judge 
necessary. And then, beginning at SEVEN O’CLOCK in the evening to 
vote on the following Articles: 


ARTICLE 2: To see if the Town will Vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes to pay necessary Town charges. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will appropriate the Revenue Sharing 
Funds for 1979 (estimated at about $2,800.) to the newly established Truck 
and Equipment Fund. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will appropriate $5,125.89 and accrued 
interest in Revenue Sharing Funds to the newly established Truck and 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will transfer the $2,386.90 and accrued 
interest received from the Trust Funds to the newly established Truck and 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. 


ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to purchase 
a new Town Truck. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to change the Road Agents 
responsibilities to include Town rubbish removal under the direction of the 
Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will Appropriate the Additional 
Highway Subsidy Funds of $2,016.00 for construction or reconstruction 
of class 4 or 5 highways. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to provide workers’ compensa- 
tion coverage for eligible employees by participation in the New Hampshire 
Municipal Association Self-Funded Workers’ Compensation program com- 
mencing April 1, 1979 and to authorize the Selectmen to take such action in 
furtherance of this vote as may be necessary. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to accept the budget submit- 
ted by the Budget Committee, and pass any vote in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to give a discount of three 
Percent on taxes paid in full within thirty days from the date of the bill. 


ARTICLE 12: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the prepayment 
of taxes and to authorize the tax collector to accept payments in prepay- 
ment of taxes in accordance with the provisions of N.H.R.S. 80:52-2. 


ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and the Deeding Agent to administer or dispose of any real estate aquired 
through the Tax collector’s Deed in the Town. 


ARTICLE 14: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and other officers 
heretofore and pass any vote relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to com- 
mence construction of the Town Equipment shed in the old Town gravel pit 
located on Cardigan Mountain Road. 


ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to hire the 
Town Road Agent to perform certain other work in Town as shall become 
necessary from time to time. 


ARTICLE 17: To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting not included in the warrant. 


ARTICLE 18: The polls shall not close earlier than eight o’clock in the 
evening.

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REPORT OF THE CEMETERY AGENT 


The Cemetery Agent has the responsibility for the care and maintenance 
of Orange’s three cemeteries: the French Cemetery, the Church Cemetery, 
and the Orange Common Cemetery. Last year, 102 hours of labor were 
spent maintaining and improving these three cemeteries. 

Improvements to the cemeteries included the restoration of the original 
gates and chain fences, the installation of a flagpole at the Orange Com- 
mon Cemetery, the erection of signs at each cemetery, and the removal of a 
great deal of brush to improve their appearance. 

During the early part of last summer, the town mower became inoperable 
and a second-hand mower had to be purchased so that the cemeteries could 
be maintained for the remainder of the season. A request for funds to pur- 
chase a new power mower will be included in the 1979 town budget. 

In the next few years, attention must be given to the serious erosion pro- 
blem on the side hill of the Church Cemetery. Several loads of loam and the 
seeding of large areas of the side hill will be required to prevent further ero- 
sion and damage to this cemetery. 

Good care of the town cemeteries is important if they are to be a source 
of pride for our citizens, and an honored resting place for those who helped 
to settle and build our community over the past 210 years.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF 
AND YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the State of New 
Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has created a forest fire preven- 
tion and suppression program that is recognized as superior throughout the 
United: States. 

Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state and local 
community governments have worked together to prevent and combat 
forest fires. 

Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy wardens 
are appointed every three years by the State Forester to work with members 
of the State Forest Fires staff in this effort. State funds are used to pay one- 
half the cost of forest fire suppression costs incurred by local forest fire 
Organizations, within pay rates established by the Governor and Council. 
State funds matched by local funds are used to purchase hand tools to sup- 
press forest fires, to train local forest fire crews and in forest fire prevention 
work. 

All outside burning, when the ground in not covered with snow, is per- 
mitted only after obtaining a written fire permit from your local.Forest Fire 
Warden. Penalty for burning without a permit when one is required is a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine of up to $1,000 or a jail term of up to 
one year or both.

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MASCOMA AREA HEALTH COUNCIL - 1978 


In its tenth year of service to the five Mascoma towns, the Health Coun- 
cil continues to furnish skilled nursing care, physical therapy, and home 
health aide services to homebound citizens. During the year, an adult 
health screening clinic was held in cooperation with the local Lions Clubs 
and monthly blood pressure screenings were held in each town on a 
rotating basis. 

In response to a growing need for children’s services in this area, a part- 
time pediatric nurse-practitioner is now hard at work. The Council con- 
tinues to sponsor a well child clinic and dental clinic, newborn visits, and 
pre-school hearing and vision screening. Approximately half the funds 
necessary for these endeavors is provided by the state Department of 
Maternal and Child Health. 

Although there is a charge, on a‘sliding scale, for some of the above, care 
is provided to all regardless of ability to pay, and most visits are covered by 
Medicare or health insurance. 

Despite the pressures of inflation and a growing population, the Health 
Council’s per capita request to the towns has remained steady.

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CANAAN F.A.S.T. SQUAD 


The Canaan F.A.S.T. INC., is now operating with eighteen members on 
our call status. We have purchased the radio system that was put in the 
budget last year. This radio system consists of one base station with two 
channels and two four channel mobile units with scan, priority select and 
dial encoders. The base station is housed at Autoware Inc., (our primary 
dispatch) with one channel as our dispatch and the other channel open to 
be used at some point in the future. The two mobiles are in the am- 
bulances with channel one as the hospital frequency, channel two is our 
dispatch and channel three is Grafton County Sheriff’s Department. 
Channel four is left open for future use. This system has been tested and 
we have found that our ambulances can talk to dispatch from anywhere 
in Canaan, Orange or Dorchester as well as from MHMH, APD or the 
V.A. or anywhere in between. 


The CANAAN F.A.S.T. INC., has purchased a 1971 Cadillac am- 
bulance from the City of Beverly, Mass., with 16,000 miles and equipped 
with all lights, sirens and an ambulance cot. This is in service at this time. 
The price for this ambulance was $4,500.00 with the note due to the 
Mascoma Savings Bank in March of 1979. 


In March of 1979 six of the CANAAN F.A.S.T. INC., members will 
start an advanced life suport course at MHMH. This course will be two 
nights a week through September. At the completion the CANAAN 
F.A.S.T. INC., will have a team of people capable of giving IV therapy 
and full cardiac monitoring. This is the reason for the radio system. To 
be able to use the advanced training it is imperative that direct contact be 
made with a physician at MHMH before IV could be started. Our pre- 
sent radio system affords us that capability. 


We have submitted a request to the Area Impact Council for six pagers to 
even further reduce the response time to the scene. Also requested were 
six jump kits and two Rico foot suction pumps for the ambulances. 


The CANAAN F.A.S.T. INC. is working hard to provide the best 
emergency care possible and will continue to upgrade our equipment, 
manpower and capital resources. We gladly accept any help that anyone 
can give in any way that will help us be a better service to the towns of 
Canaan, Orange and Dorchester.
